Though their capital resources with¬ 
out a doubt enables them in many in¬ 
stances to purchase to better adavn- 
tage than the average rural town mer¬ 
chant, that advantage is not of such 
proportion as to permit them to sell 
merchandise at the prices they do. 

The fact that competition is equally 
as keen among manufacturers as it is 
among retailers must not be over¬ 
looked. Manufacturers are today work¬ 
ing on extereinely small margins of 
profits. When quoting prices on their 
wares to jobbers or retailers they must 
content themselves with a reasonable 
margin of profit, of be deprived of 
orders. 

That Is the reason that the small 
extra discount they are able to qpote 
large mall order houses is not suffi¬ 
ciently attractive to warrant these 
buyers tying up their capital In enor¬ 
mous stocks. 

Why should they tie up thousands 
of dollars In carlods of merchandise 
when the extra discount is so small? 
Quantity buying under such condi¬ 
tions is certainly no benefit. 

Under the circumstances there re¬ 
mains only one alternative and that 
is, to have the goods manufactured 
according to certain specifications. 

If a chair happens to be the com¬ 
modity In question, a sacrifice must 
be made in the- quality of the stock 
used, as well as a reduction in the 
^number of rungs or reinforcements. 
Here it might be well to mention that 
paint is capable of hiding a multitude 
of sins- \ 

If It be upholstered furniture a sac¬ 
rifice must be made in the quality of 
the upholstering. 

However, in order to retain the con¬ 
fidence of the, buying public, a genu¬ 
ine bargain is occasionally offered. 
Merchandise Is sold at cost and in 
many instances below cost. The loss 
enjoyed on such tranactkms or “draw¬ 
ing cards” as they are frequently re¬ 
ferred, to, is certainly not charged up 
to profit and loss, but charged to ad¬ 
vertising, which is an item of over¬ 
head and must eventually be passed 
on to the consumer In the form of in¬ 
flated prices elsewhere. 

There returns to my memory a spe¬ 
cial sale launched by a large furni¬ 
ture house In one of our western cities 
not long ago. This firm advertised a 
special price of $8-75 on mattresses

Less than 30 years ago, the Peace 
River District of Alberta, an exten¬ 
sive area of country northwest of Ed¬ 
monton, was considered even by some 
agricultural experts as unsuited for 
productive farming. It is now one of 
the best wheat and other grain pro¬ 
ducing areas in Canada and also is 
growing in importance in mixed 
farming. Bacon hogs are now being 
shipped in carloads to Vancouver. 
Among the principal buyers of the 
Peace River hogs are the Vancouver 
Department Stores. Housewives of 
that city say that the bacon from 
Peace River is of the finest quality 
and like Oliver Twist they want more.

and allowed a credit of $3.00 on your 
old mattress. Irrespective of condition. 

The public passed very peculiar re¬ 
marks about the sale, some even in¬ 
timating that tt you were to display a 
photograph of a mattress they would 
allow you $3.00 for it. 

Little did they worry about such 
propaganda, they worked on the theory 
that talk of any kind was wonderful 
advertising. 

Their largest competitor In the same 
city, who also conduct an enormous 
mail order business, had been watch- 
_ the transaction with scornful eyes. 
Desiring to display their purchasing 
power they Instructed the buyer from 
their furniture department to go dir¬ 
ect to the manufacturer of these mat¬ 
tresses with an order for 1000 mat¬ 
tresses, and endeavor to obtain the 
lowest possible price. 

They were quoted a price of $7.00 
each, but declined to give them the 
order unless they were given a price 
of $6.50. 

The manufacturers refused this at 
the time, it was not long until they 
phoned their acceptance. Upon sec¬ 
ond thought the directors decided it 
was better to accept the order, even 
though they only made a profit of 
forty-four cents on each. It was "far 
better to make this small profit and 
keep the wheels of their factories 
going than to close down for the Burn¬ 
er months as they had anticipated.

Though the average person j 
may question tile advisability of such ] 
transactions, it is surprising how 
cheap such advertising really is. Can 
you imagine how many times the name 
of this firm was mentioned not only 
during the course of The sale but for 
many months after. 

The result is that those who were 
not fortunate enough to cash in on 
this bargain are continuously looking 
throtlgh the daily papers to find a 
repetition of this. It fails to appear 
again, but you can be sure that their , 
attention Is attracted to a multitude 
of other so-called bargains, to which 
has been added the loss on their fa¬ 
mous special. This reaction of course 
was their objeot, and is what is fre¬ 
quently referred to as modern mer¬ 
chandising.
